ARTICLE 2. ZONING AMENDMENT 95-1 thru 95-6: 


ZONING AMENDMENT 95-1 
Are you in favor of the adoption of the amendment 95-1 proposed and 
recommended by the Planning Board for the Loudon Zoning Ordinance 
as follows: Amend articles 203, to add 203.6, 204 to add 204.6, and 205 
to add 205.6 to read: 


Special requirements: Bulk storage: There shall be no storage 
of above ground or sub-surface of any fuels or liquid chemicals 
except: Heating oil/diesel fuel not to exceed 500 gallons. Pro- 
pane gas not to exceed 500 gallons. Gasoline not to exceed 500 
gallons. 


All other fuels, chemicals, and tank sizes may be approved by 
special exception with the Board of Adjustment in accordance 
with 701.3. 


Explanation: Addition of gasoline tanks not to exceed 500 
gallons, and clarification of existing wording. 


ZONING AMENDMENT 95-2 
Are you in favor of the adoption of the amendment 95-2 proposed and 
recommended by the Planning Board for the Loudon Zoning Ordinance 
as follows: Amend articles 501.1 to read: 


501.1 Free Standing Signs 

Each use listed below may have (1) free standing sign that is 
setback at least five feet from the right of way, and does not 
exceed the area and height requirements set below. The sign 
shall not be placed in such a manner as to cause a traffic hazard 
or an obstruction to any motorist’s line of sight. 


Explanation: Current regulations state free standing signs are 
to be twenty feet from the right of way. This regulation does 
not allow business signs enough visibility from certain areas. 
The proposed change moves the business signs closer to the 
roadway for viewing, but not in the town/state right of way, 
and not placed in such a manner as to cause a traffic hazard 
or an obstruction to any motorist’s line of sight. 


ZONING AMENDMENT 95-3 
Are you in favor of the adoption of the amendment 95-3 proposed and 
recommended by the Planning Board for the Loudon Zoning Ordinance 
as follows: Amend 501.5 Illuminated Signs to read: 


501.5 — Illuminated Signs 

Illuminated signs are permitted within the C/I District, and by 
special exception in all other districts, provided that they do 
not adversely affect other neighboring properties or the visibility 
of any occupant in any vehicle travelling upon any street(s) next 
to which the illuminated sign is placed. 


Any illuminated sign on property which abuts a residential pro- 
perty must be placed at least fifty feet (50’) from the boundary 
of the residential property, in addition to any other limitations. 
An illuminated sign shall not be located within any right of way 
nor within 150 feet of any intersection unless attached to a 
building. 


Explanation: Under current regulations adversely affected pro- 
perty could only be abutting and residential by nature. The pro- 
posed change covers other properties close by, as well as in 
other zones. 


ZONING AMENDMENT 95-4 
Are you in favor of the adoption of 95-4 proposed and recommended by 
the Planning Board for the Loudon Zoning Ordinance as follows: The ad- 
dition of article 701.4 to read: 


701.4 Special Conditions 

In approving a special exception or variance, the Zoning Board 
of Adjustment may attach appropriate conditions to assure that 
the general criteria can be met and enforced, including but not 
limited to: 


1. Specifying the length of time for which the special excep- 
tion or variance is granted, the times of the year which rights 
granted by a special exception or variance may be exercised, 
and its hours of operation. 


2. Front, side, or rear yard setbacks or buffer areas which are 
greater than the minimum requirements of this ordinance. 


3. Modification of the external features of the building or 
structures. 


4. Requiring suitable landscaping, screening and maintenance 
or restoration of natural buffer areas where necessary to reduce 
noise and glare and to maintain the property in a character with 
the surrounding area. 


5. The removal or modification of non-conforming uses, signs, 
buildings, or structures as conditions precedent to the granting 


of a special exception or variance. These actions further the 
purposes of the ordinance and improve compatibility of the pro- 
posed use with surrounding uses. 


6. Professional studies or the funding thereof, for the purpose 
of monitoring compliance with the conditions required subse- 
quent to board approval of a special exception or variance, to 
verify the impact of the use on municipal services, traffic, and 
public safety, noise, air quality, and ground and surface water 


quality. 

7. Specifying the size of operation, number of occupants per- 
mitted within the approved use and extent of facilities required 
for use, and also specifying the numbers and locations of 
driveways and accesses for the approved use. 


8. Special exceptions and variances must be utilized within 24 
months of approval. If the approval time should lapse the ap- 
plicant must return to the board again to renew the approval. 


Explanation: The Zoning Board of Adjustment generally attaches 
appropriate conditions to Variances and Special Exceptions. 
Town counsel recommends this clarification to insure com- 
pliance with these conditions. 


ZONING AMENDMENT 95-5 
Are you in favor of the adoption of the amendment 95-5 proposed and 
recommended by the Planning Board for the Loudon Zoning Ordinance 
as follows: Amend article 704.3 to read: 


The applicant bears the burden of introducing sufficient 
evidence, through testimony or otherwise, to persuade the board 
that the application should be granted. These representations 
made at public hearings and material submitted to the board 
by the applicant for a special exception or variance concerning 
features of proposed buildings, structures, parking, lighting, 
number, area and types of signs or other characteristics of the 
proposed use or its operation shall be deemed conditions on 
which the approval is granted. 
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Explanation: Representations made by applicants at public hear- 
ings are not currently included as part of the approval decision. 
This addition places the responsibility on the Applicant to comply 
with these representations as a condition of approval. 


ZONING AMENDMENT 95-6 
Are you in favor of the adoption of the amendment 95-6 proposed and 
recommended by the Planning Board for the Loudon Zoning Ordinance 
as follows: 


Amend Section 301 to provide for: 


A revised Section 301 (Wetlands Conservation Overlay District) 
to the ordinance to redefine wetlands and wetlands protections 
in a manner which is more consistent with State of New Hamp- 
shire regulatory definitions and delineations, and to more clearly 
define uses permitted by right and special exception in the 
District; together with the establishment of authority to collect 
costs from an applicant proposing to develop in areas affected 
by wetlands to review wetlands boundary delineations. 


Explanation: These changes establish greater consistency with 
the State of New Hampshire regulatory definitions and delinea- 
tions, and more clearly define the uses permitted by right and 
by special exception in the District. The changes also permit 
collection of costs from an applicant to review wetland bound- 
ary delineations. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote: 


A. To raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $650,000.00 for the 
purposes of construction and equipping an addition to the existing library 
located on .57 acres of land near the intersection of Old Route 129 and 
Village Road; and, 


B. To withdraw the balance of the Library Capital Reserve Fund plus 
accumulated interest and to apply the same against said bond, and, 
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C. To authorize the change of use of the Library Land Acquisition 
Fund established under Article #17 of the 1994 Town Meeting to apply 
against the construction and equipping of the new addition. 


D. To authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue bonds or notes for 
the balance of the funds necessary to carry out this article, in the amount 
up to $450,000, under and in compliance with the Municipal Finance Act, 
RSA Chapter 33, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to invest said 
funds and to use the earnings thereon for said project, and to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to apply for, obtain and accept federal, state or 
other aid, if any, which may be available for said project, and to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to issue, negotiate, sell and deliver said bonds 
and notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon and the maturity 
and other terms thereof, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to take 
any other action or to pass any other vote relative thereto. Passage of this 
article will entail the removal and salvage of selected materials from the 
Old Fire Station. (By Ballot) (The Selectmen Do Not recommend this 
article.) 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote: 


A. To raise and appropriate an amount not to exceed $650,000.00 for 
the purposes of acquiring a 5 acre parcel of land located on Lovejoy Road 
and identified in the Loudon Tax Map records as a portion of Map 29 
Lot 85 and constructing and equipping a new public library thereon; 


B. To withdraw the balance plus interest from the Library Capital 
Reserve Fund and to apply the same against said bond and, 


C. To authorize the change of use of the Library Land Acquisition 
Fund to apply against the construction and equipping of the new library and, 


D. To authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue bonds or notes for 
the balance of the funds necessary to carry out this article, in the amount 
up to $450,000.00, under and in compliance with the Municipal Finance 
Act, RSA Chapter 33, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to invest 
said funds and to use the earnings thereon for said project, and to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to apply for, obtain and accept federal, state or 
other aid, if any, which may be available for said project, and to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to issue, negotiate, sell and deliver said bonds

E. And further to instruct the Library Trustees to take whatever steps 
may be necessary to transfer the existing Library building and Library 
lot to the Town of Loudon. (By ballot) (The Selectmen recommend this 
article.) 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $650,000 for the alteration, design, and construction 
of an addition to the Maxfield Public Library, and to authorize the issuance 
of not more than $500,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33) and to authorize 
the selectmen to issue and negotiate bonds or notes and to determine the 
rate of interest thereon; furthermore, to authorize the withdrawal of 
$150,000 from the Library Capital Reserve Fund created for this purpose; 
additionally to accept any other federal, state, and/or private funds available 
for this purpose. (by petition) (by ballot) (The Selectmen do not recom- 
mend this article.) 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $90,000.00 for the purpose of relocating and improving 
a portion of Old Route 129 to Village Road (approximately 600 feet) and 
further to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue bonds or notes for 
funds to carry out the article under and in compliance with the Municipal 
Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33, and authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
apply for, obtain and accept federal, state, private, or other aid, if any, 
which may be available for said project, and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue, negotiate, sell and deliver said bonds and notes and 
to determine the rate of interest thereon and the maturity and other terms 
thereof, and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to take any other action 
or to pass any other vote relative thereto. (By ballot) (The Selectmen recom- 
mend this article.) 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Library 
Land Acquisition Capital Reserve Fund, created by the 1994 Town 
Meeting. Said funds, consisting of the sum of $25,000.00 and accumulated 
interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the Town’s general 
fund. (by petition) (The Selectmen do not recommend this article.) 
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ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $25,000.00 to be added to the Library Capital Reserve Fund. 
The source of said funds being the balance, with accumulated interest to 
date of withdrawal, of the discontinued Library Land Acquisition Capital 
Reserve Fund. (by petition) (The Selectmen do not recommend this article.) 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to change the lot line be- 
tween the Maxfield Public Library (Map 20, Lot 29) and the Safety Building

To see if the Town will vote to discontinue a portion 
of Voted Road, so-called, a Class VI highway, beginning at its intersec- 
tion with Mudgett Hill Road and terminating 195 feet +/— northwesterly 
therefrom, conditional upon the transfer of property from Priscilla Stewart 
to the Town of Loudon, at no expense to the Town, at a location and of 
such dimensions as may satisfy the Board of Selectmen for the replace- 
ment of that portion of Voted Road which has been discontinued by this 
article; and further to see if the Town will vote to accept the relocated 
portion of Voted road, beginning 48.0 feet +/— southerly of the norther- 
ly line of the former Voted road, at its intersection with Mudgett Hill Road, 
and extending northwesterly 196.8 feet +/— to its intersection with the 
existing Voted road, and being 33 feet + /— wide.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 1994 


The poet William Blake once said, “‘Improvement makes roads straight; 
but the crooked roads without improvement are roads of genius.’’ On June 
29, 1994, several hundred Loudon residents turned out for a public hear- 
ing at the Safety Building to test that theory and offer their opinions on 
the Department of Transportation’s plan for improvement and widening 
of Route 106. 

In the months preceding the June meeting, representatives of the Plan- 
ning Board, Zoning Board of Adjustment, Economic Development Com- 
mittee, Police Department, Fire Department, Selectmen’s Office and 
Loudon Business Association had been hammering out a report to present 
to the New Hampshire Executive Council to highlight the effect the planned 
expansion would have on Loudon. The report also made dozens of recom- 
mendations to amend the plan in an effort to lessen the impact that the 
original plan would have on the community. 

While many of the recommendations were rejected, including the Town’s 
request for construction of a bicycle/pedestrian path along the length of 
the highway, several important requests were incorporated into the final 
plan. They include relocation of several intersections, preservation of ac- 
cess to several important commercial lots, use of a flat median in the in- 
terim phases of construction, protection of Fire Department water sources, 
placement of a traffic signal at the intersection of Shaker Road and Route 
106, and creation of a five-member local planning group to work with 
the Department of Transportation in refining plans for school bus safety 
zones, access points, curb cuts and connection with local roads in the 
‘‘ultimate’’ improvement of the highway. Recognizing that alteration of 
Route 106 will result in the loss of valuable residential and commercial 
property, the Planning and Zoning Boards have begun work on expand- 
ing the Village District and Commercial District, as well as possibly re- 
locating the Shaker Road intersection to provide for a safer intersection 
and improve access to additional acreage for commercial and retail 
development. 

Roadways also took center stage in litigation one resident brought against 
the Town in an attempt to close the Voted Road to the public. What began 
as a dispute between two property owners about how the road would be 
used became a costly lawsuit which the Town needed to defend in order 
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to protect rights of all the property owners who access their land by the 
Voted Road. This case, and the ones described below, demonstrate how 
difficult it is for the Town to control its legal expenses, as well as why 
the Town overexpended its 1994 legal budget. 

Early in the dispute over the Voted Road, the two property owners made 
a preliminary agreement, without the consent of the Town, to move the 
roadway. The Selectmen attempted to reach an agreement with the par- 
ties and believed that the issue could be settled without litigation. Unfor- 
tunately, after the proposed agreement was rejected, one of the individuals 
sued the Town to prove that the road had actually been closed for decades. 

Later in the year, after months of negotiation and litigation, the Court 
ruled that the Voted Road was a Town Road. The Town was forced to 
spend more than $6,500 of the taxpayers’ money on legal expenses to reach 
an agreement which was almost identical to the one originally proposed 
by the Town. Part of that agreement requires the Town to close a portion 
of the Voted Road, exchanging it for an equal amount of land where the 
road will be moved. Articles have been placed in this year’s warrant to 
accomplish that exchange, and the Selectmen urge you to vote in favor 
of the articles. 

Another costly piece of litigation this year arose when a resident of 
Loudon Ridge in the Agricultural/Forestry Preservation District placed 
a radio tower on his property for commercial religious and educational 
broadcasting. Broadcast facilities are not permitted by the zoning without 
ZBA approval. The radio antenna exceeded the 35’ height limitation in 
the zone, and the property had not been subdivided for the use, even if 
it had been permitted. The Town moved to enforce the zoning, and the 
resident made a counter claim that the Town was interfering with his right 
to free speech and freedom of religion. 

The resident withdrew his claim, and his attorney represented to the 
Court that the violations would be corrected. The case was dismissed in 
Superior Court, but not before the Town had spent more than $1,500 to 
defend the zoning. Because the Court dismissed the matter without a deci- 
sion on the facts of the case, the Town may easily find itself in court again 
on the same issue in the future. 

The Town was in court again after the Selectmen awarded the Town’s 
last fuel bid. Rymes Heating Oils sued to have the bid over-turned and 
awarded to Rymes. They also asked the court to find that each of the Select- 
men, as individuals and in their capacity as Town officials, had violated 
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State law on award of bids and should be removed from office. The Select- 
men were ready to go to trial immediately, but the attorney for Rymes 
Heating Oil objected, appearing at the original hearing without his clients, 
and delaying the final hearing for months. 

In the preliminary hearing, the Court refused to order an injunction, 
finding that there was little likelihood that Rymes Heating Oils could win 
on the evidence. In the final hearing, after reviewing the evidence and 
hearing testimony, the Court upheld the Selectmen’s decision on the bid, 
finding that they had awarded the contract to the low bidder, even though 
there is no State law or local regulation which requires it. The Court also 
agreed to consider a motion for the Town to recover its legal expenses. 
Rather than go back to trial and have to pay an attorney to recover 100% 
of the legal costs, the Selectmen accepted a $2,000 reimbursement toward 
its expenses. | 

Early this year, the Town received notice from the Department of En- 
vironmental Services that under a little-known State law, ESMI was seeking 
a twenty-five year exemption from property taxes on the basis that its opera- 
tion controls water and air pollution. Without taking any testimony or 
evidence from the Town, and without giving the Town notice of a hear- 
ing, Environmental Services issued a decision dated March 31, 1994, ex- 
empting almost all of the ESMI property, including the land upon which 
it sits, from property taxation for 25 years starting on April 1, 1994. The 
Town immediately filed an objection with Environmental Services, argu- 
ing that it had issued the decision in violation of the Administrative Pro- 
cedures Act. The State withdrew its original decision and agreed to at least 
take written testimony and legal arguments from the Town. 

Both ESMI and the Town recognized how much they stood to gain or 
lose if Environmental Services reissued its decision and the Town took 
the case to the Supreme Court. ESMI then proposed a settlement agree- 
ment which would allow for payments to the Town in a combination of 
property taxes and a host community fee which will be based upon the 
amount of contaminated materials processed at the plant and certain market 
conditions. The Town and ESMI asked the State not to issue a decision 
while we tried to reach an agreement on payments. Getting to the point 
of an agreement cost the Town nearly $5,000 in 1994. However, the Select- 
men believe that the agreement provides for the best interests of the com- 
munity and the plant without having to spend even more in Supreme Court 
litigation. 
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The Town avoided significant costs this year, and hopes to hold down 
costs in the future by performing an audit of all the commercial waste 
haulers who use the Wheelabrator Incinerator in Penacook as haulers from 
Loudon. Through the audit, the highway department was able to identify 
which haulers might be bringing in wastes generated out of town, and also 
discovered that ESMI was disposing as regular commercial waste the plastic 
sheeting which is imported with the contaminated soils it processes. The 
Selectmen order ESMI and the hauler to cease and desist. After working 
with the Solid Waste Cooperative, Waste Management and ESMI, the Town 
entered into an agreement where the plastic sheeting would be treated as 
a ‘special waste’’ which can be burned at the Penacook plant, but which 
will not be counted as part of Loudon’s guaranteed annual tonnage, and 
will not cost Loudon a tipping fee. The Selectmen estimate a savings of 
roughly $10,000 next year. The Selectmen also suspended one hauler for 
60 days for violation of the Solid Waste Ordinance. Between the audit 
and the suspension, that hauler’s tonnage dropped dramatically, again easing 
the cost of waste handling for the Town. Additional monitoring, increased 
compliance investigations and continued successful recycling are the tools 
we depend on to keep solid waste costs as reasonable as possible. 

Over time it has become more and more apparent that early action on 
possible violations of local ordinances and closer scrutiny of the approval 
process for everything from timber cutting to construction may be one 
of the best ways to avoid costly litigation. A frequent complaint from 
residents, builders, local land-use boards and businesses has been that it 
was too difficult to see the Code Enforcement or Compliance Officer. In 
response to those concerns, the Selectmen have increased the Health, Code, 
Building Inspection and Compliance functions from an on-call to a half- 
time position. In January, the Selectmen entered into an agreement with 
Bob Fiske to work half-time as Chief of Police, and the remainder of his 
work week as Building, Code Enforcement, Health and Compliance Of- 
ficer. This change has already resulted in improved services, both in the 
Police Department and in Code Enforcement/Compliance by making in- 
formation and assistance more readily available during regular business 
hours. 

If you review the budget, you’ll find that the Selectmen also authorized 
a significant overexpenditure of the Town Clerk’s budget to purchase a 
Turnkey computer system for motor vehicle registrations. By entering each 
vehicle identification number (VIN) at the time of registration, the Town 
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Clerk is able to charge an accurate fee for registration, catching the ‘‘bells 
and whistles’’ that were missed in the past. The result has been a dramatic 
increase in revenues, as well as a reduction in registration costs for those 
who register vehicles with fewer options. 

This past year, the Town appropriated monies for re-evaluation of utilities 
in the Town, resulting in an increase of several million dollars in proper- 
ty assessments. This system of assessment has been successfully defended 
in the Supreme Court, but once again, the utilities are trying to have legisla- 
tion passed which would limit a town’s ability to assess utility property 
at its replacement value less depreciation, the method used to assess other 
properties. The Selectmen will follow the legislation in 1995 and work 
with the New Hampshire Municipal Association and other communities 
to fight its passage. 

The Selectmen were pleased with the overall auditors’ report for 1994, 
which demonstrates the improvements made in the internal controls and 
reporting functions in ali Town departments. The only deficiency noted 
in the report has to do with the “‘tax package’’ of the computer software 
being used by the Town, which does not allow for additional levels of 
program security. The Selectmen have already discussed this matter with 
the software company which is now in the process of developing revi- 
sions to the program to allow for more internal security passwords in the 
system to assure that only authorized users can access certain portions of 
the program. | | 

The auditors’ report shows a healthy general fund surplus of approx- 
imately $323,000. Some of that surplus comes from an under-expenditure 
of approximately $84,000 by Town departments and a mild fall which cut 
some of our utility and maintenance costs. The remainder is the result of 
vigorous collection of past due taxes, increased revenues, an unanticipated 
single year increase in foundation aid, and careful investment and manage- 
ment of the Town’s funds. Unless otherwise appropriated, the Selectmen 
anticipate using most of this surplus to reduce the amount which will need 
to be raised through property taxes. Loudon already pays the largest por- 
tion of the appropriation to the Merrimack Valley School District (roughly 
35%). If the proposed school district budget is passed in March, Loudon’s 
share will increase by at least 11.7%. Although the surplus will not be 
enough to cover the entire increase in school taxes of an additional $329,000 
if the school budget passes, it should lessen some of the impact on your 
local property tax bill. 
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The most recent increase in the school district’s tax rate was cushioned 
by the fact that the Selectmen revalued land, increasing all residential land 
values by 20% and commercial land values by 30%. Sales figures which 
the Department of Revenue Administration uses to set the equalized valua- 
tion rate, which affects foundation aid and which ultimately determines 
when the State requires a town to reassess all its property, showed that 
Loudon’s assessed land values were substantially lower than the fair market 
value of land sales. The Selectmen undertook a market analysis to correct 
the values, hoping to hold off a costly, State mandated re-evaluation. At 
the time of this writing, the State had placed the equalized valuation at 
91% of fair market. We hope to persuade the State to correct that figure 
to at least 98% of fair market. 

The warrant contains several money articles which deserve your careful, 
thoughtful consideration. The Fire Department has recommended passage 
of an article which would raise and appropriate $23,100 to compensate 
firefighters and rescue squad personnel for some of their calls and train- 
ing time. Training requirements have increased dramatically over the past 
ten years, demanding more and more of the volunteers’ time. Details of 
the compensation plan should be available for you to consider at the An- 
nual Meeting. 

Both the Police Department and Highway Department are seeking to 
withdraw monies from their capital reserve funds to purchase equipment 
and undertake some major highway repairs. The Police Department wants 
to withdraw enough from the capital reserve fund to replace the oldest 
cruiser. The Highway Department needs to purchase a new brush chip- 
per, and wants to withdraw funds from the highway construction and 
maintenance fund to repair a section of Village Road. 

The largest money article on the warrant will seek to raise and appropriate 
$650,000 for library construction. This will be the first issue taken up 
at the business session of the Annual Meeting on Saturday, March 18, 
1995, at 9:00 a.m. at the Safety Building. Because the project involves 
the issue of bonds or notes in excess of $100,000 for funding, it will re- 
quire a 2/3 vote for passage. While many agree that Loudon needs to do 
something about increasing the library’s capacity and use, the Town still 
needs to decide how much library it wants to build, as well as where it 
wants to build. 

There are currently two preliminary plans under consideration. The first 
plan would involve expanding the current structure by putting on an addi- 
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tion roughly four times the size of the existing building. If the Town elects 
to expand the library on the current site, it will also necessitate removal 
of the Old Fire Station, which now houses the Loudon Historical Society 
Museum and serves as the meeting place for the Planning Board, Zoning 
Board, and other community groups and committees. Cost estimates for 
the addition do not include construction or reconstruction of space for the 
museum. The expansion plan also calls for construction of a meeting room 
which could seat up to 50 people. If that plan is adopted, the Town needs 
to consider what kind of agreement it needs to enter into with the Library 
Trustees to ensure that other Town boards or organizations continue to 
have access to a public meeting room, since State law RSA 202 gives the 
Trustees absolute control over library property, even if the library is built 
or maintained with Town funds instead of trust funds. 

To complete the expansion on the present site, the architect and Library 
Trustees suggested that the Town should relocate the intersection of Route 
129 and Village Road to move the road away from the proposed building 
and increase site clearances. After additional public comment about the 
safety of the intersection, the Road Agent and Town Engineer did the 
preliminary engineering work and estimate the cost of relocating the road. 
and correcting the grade will be roughly $80,000 to $100,000. 

The second option involves constructing a new library on another lot. 
If the Town selects that option, it can ask the Library Trustees to turn 
the existing library property over to the Town. The Old Fire Station can 
continue to be used for public meeting space and the Historical Society 
can remain in its present quarters. While it has been widely rumored that 
the Historical Society would choose to move into the library building if 
it became available, there is no foundation to that report. Several alter- 
native uses have been proposed, including installation of a fire suppres- 
sion system to allow use of the existing library to house historical 
documents. Whether or not the Town selects this option, it may have to 
take some remedial action to upgrade the septic system on the site. A local 
resident recently complained to the Department of Environmental Services 
that the existing waste disposal system violates State subsurface disposal 
system regulations. As a result, the Department of Environmental Ser- 
vices ordered the Trustees to have a new system designed and installed 
within 90 days of its letter. The Selectmen have requested that the Depart- 
ment hold its order in abeyance until after the Town Meeting when we 
will have a clearer idea of how the site will be used. 
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As always, we wish to extend our sincerest thanks and appreciation to 
the many volunteers, employees, and elected and appointed officials who 
give so freely of their time and talents to make Loudon the kind of place 
it is. If you want just a hint of how much we can accomplish when we 
all work together, take a look at the cover of this year’s report. You'll 
find the Arthur McNeil Memorial Gazebo. Little more than a dream at 
last year’s Town Meeting, the gazebo became a reality in August. Dedicated 
at this year’s Old Home Day and graced by the presence of Jean Flagg 
Hardy, Loudon’s Citizen of the Year, the gazebo stands as a tribute to what 
volunteers, generous supporters, planning and patience can accomplish.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S COMMUNICATION OF REPORTABLE 
CONDITIONS AND OTHER MATTERS 


In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Loudon for the 
year ended December 31, 1994, we considered the Town’s internal con- 
trol structure in order to determine the scope of our auditing procedures 
for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements. Our 
review of these systems was not intended to provide assurance on the in- 
ternal control structure and should not be relied on for that purpose. 

Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified 
Public Accountants, reportable conditions involve matters coming to our 
attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or operation of 
the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect 
the Town’s ability to record, process, summarize, and report financial data 
consistent with the assertions of management in the financial statements. 
A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or opera- 
tion of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not 
reduce to a relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities, in 
amounts that would be material in relation to the financial statements be- 
ing audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by 
employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. 
Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily 
disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might constitute 
reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all 
reportable conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses 
as defined above. 

We are pleased to report that, during the course of our review of inter- 
nal controls, no material weaknesses in the Town’s accounting systems 
and records were identified. Minor weaknesses or other considerations 
coming to our attention were generally procedural in nature and dealt with 
administrative or recordkeeping practices. In these instances, we made 
specific recommendations or provided instruction to those individuals in- 
volved during the course of our audit fieldwork. Areas discussed included: 
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Passwording of software applications 


This report is intended solely for the information and use of manage- 
ment and others within the administration. This restriction is not intended 
to limit distribution of this report, which is a matter of public record. 


INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT ON FINANCIAL PRESENTATION 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements 
of the Town of Loudon as of and for the year ended December 31, 1994, 
as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose financial statements 
are the responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is 
to express an opinion on these general purpose financial statements based 
on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the general purpose financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examin- 
ing, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in 
the general purpose financial! statements. An audit also includes assessing 
the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by manage- 
ment, as well as evaluating the overall general purpose financial state- 
ment presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis 
for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements re- 
ferred to above do not include the General Fixed Assets Account Group, 
which should be included to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. The amount that should be recorded in the General Fixed Assets 
Account Group is not known. 

In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the 
omission described in the preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial 
statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the 
financial position of the Town of Loudon as of December 31, 1994, and 
the results of its operations and cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds 
for the year then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 
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Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general 
purpose financial statements taken as a whole. The combining and individual 
fund financial statements listed in the table of contents are presented for 
purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the general 
purpose financial statements of the Town of Loudon.

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NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
DECEMBER 31, 1994 


The plan is administered by an independent company, and the Town 
remits all compensation deferred to this administrator for investments as 
requested by the participant employees. All compensation deferred and 
funded under the plan, all investments purchased and all income attributable 
thereto are solely the property and rights of the Town (until paid or made 
available to the employee or other beneficiary), subject only to the claims 
of the Town’s general creditors. Participants’ rights under the plan are 
equal to those of general creditors of the Town in an amount equal to the 
fair market value of the deferred account for each participant. 

It is the opinion of Management that the Town has no liability for losses 
under the plan but does have the duty of due care that would be required 
of an ordinary prudent investor. The Town believes that it is unlikely that 
it will use the assets to satisfy the claims of general creditors in the future.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 1994 


This Highway Report includes our past year’s effort, goals, a want list 
and food for thought concerning the most asked questions. 

More emphasis was put on existing tar roads. Country Hill, Mudgett 
Hill, Hollow Route Road, parts of Lower Ridge, Ridge Road and Oak 
Hill Extension received ditching, shimming and a seal coat. 

As stated last year, sections of Youngs Hill and Currier Roads were 
widened with drainage work included. 

Last guns were focused on Old Shaker Bridge. It was completed just 
before the first of the year. Final touches are scheduled after mud season. 

Next year we will continue to work on existing tar roads. Every effort 
will be made to put a surface on Old Shaker Road adjoining the bridge. 

Drainage work will commence this summer on Village Road. Lee Ed- 
dins, our Engineer has just completed plans for another section which in- 
cludes areas between Stonegate and Lesmerises Road. 

This leads me to our first want. We need $35,000 to complete this work. 
One of the Articles this year will be to transfer funds of this amount from 
monies already set aside in the Capital Reserve account for road 
construction. 

Our second item on our want list is a new chipper. The unit we now 
have is simply not safe. It is the old style which is frowned upon by OSHA. 
The new unit can be used for chipping brush and in the event we can no 
longer burn at the dump. The budget amount for this equipment is $20,000. 

Last of all, I will try to answer the most asked question by all who live 
on dirt roads. ‘“‘Why can’t our road be paved? We have enough users, 
it is always rough, it’s so dusty etc., etc.!”’ 

1. Yes, it would be nice to have all existing roads treated! You have 
to maintain what you have first before you can improve. It is a never end- 
ing battle. 

2. Food for thought. If you would like a ball park figure for the cost 
of upgrading your road to your drive, measure the distance from the nearest 
paved section and multiply by a conservative $65.00 per foot. Now multiply 
that by over 30 miles. OUCH!! 

3. ‘‘I can’t drive 55.’’ Speed is the major contributor for rough roads 
and dust. Guaranteéd a speed of 15 miles an hour on a gravel road greatly 
reduces dust and maintenance. I wonder what a horse and buggy would 
look like at 35 mph? 

Hope you have good traveling this upcoming year.

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SOLID WASTE AND RECYCLING REPORT 1994 


We are pleased to report that recycling efforts continued on an upward 
trend during 1994. For example, the recycling of clear glass was so pro- 
lific that we were able to ship a truckload again this year. The collection 
of cardboard surpassed that of newspaper, which leads us to believe that 
local businesses, as well as individuals, are contributing significantly to 
this effort. 

Our budget has allowed us to purchase a much-needed box trailer allow- 
ing for increased storage capacity. You may also have noticed the newly- 
constructed bin for the collection of tin cans. As our recycling efforts in- 
crease, we foresee the need for another storage trailer and one has been 
included in the 1995 budget. 

As mentioned in our spring newsletter, The Waste Line, composting of 
yard waste has begun. Rag collection, however, has been delayed; watch 
for a future announcement. 

The tonnage from the Transfer Station has increased this year, as it has 
in all the surrounding communities belonging to the Penacook Cooperative. 
As you can see from the 1994 Recycling Chart below, your efforts have 
removed a significant amount of tonnage from the waste stream. It is our 
hope that the recycling program will remain strong in 1995. Thank you 
to all.

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LOUDON POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 1994 


The Loudon Police Department has had a total of 2,022 calls for ser- 
vice this past year. This is a 19.4% increase over last year’s activities. 

Our Department consists of four full-time Police personnel, eight part- 
time Police personnel as well as a full-time secretary. We maintain twenty- 
four hour full coverage protection. Because of this, it is my belief that 
we deter a lot of criminal activity. Our personnel are mandated to go through 
extensive training. I feel that our officers are some of the best trained in 
the state. We now have our own D.A.R.E. Officer, a Juvenile Officer, 
four intoxilizer operators, a Firearm Instructor, as well as everyone be- 
ing certified with the use of pepper spray. 

I would like to thank again Paul and Lynn Gagnon for their continued 
help in the control of animals as well as Ed Sleeper for the use of the police 
motorcycle which is of unlimited use to the Loudon Police Department. 

Weare here 24 hours a day to respond to your needs. Our Police Depart-

LOUDON FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 1994 


Requests for emergency responses by the Fire Department rose again 
in 1994 to a total of 271, an increase of 8% over 1993. There were 125 
fire calls, 92 medical calls, and 54 calls that required response of both 
fire and rescue services. 

Lyford A. Merrow stepped down as Chief of our department in Oc- 
tober of 1994. The members and townspeople are most appreciative of 
the contributions Lyford made not only during his four years as Chief but 
in some 17 years to the Loudon Fire Department. Under his direction there 
have been many improvements to fire and rescue operations, and he over- 
saw the construction of our fire department facilities in the Village. We 
look forward to his continued participation. 

Dry hydrants have now been installed at six static water sources 
throughout the Town. These are located at Beck Road, International Drive, 
Loudon Ridge Road, Pine Ridge Estates, Piper Hill Road, and Ricker Road. 
Applications are in process for three additional sites scheduled for 1995 
installation. Water availability is critical and the landowners that have al- 
lowed access to these resources have made an important contribution to 
the community. 

Enhanced 911 service is scheduled to be operational by July 1995. 
Loudon has completed street nurnbering and naming for compatibility with 
the system. Wait for information in the media for when to start using the 
new number. 

This department, like many others, is experiencing a serious shortage 
of personnel. As you have heard before, Loudon is one of the few depart- 
ments in the state still functioning with volunteer members. The commit- 
ment to maintain required training levels, meeting attendance, care of equip- 
ment and facilities, and response to emergencies are contributions that re- 
quire members to be away from families for extended periods and can 
strain relations with employers. Department members have presented a 
Financial Reimbursement Proposal to the Selectmen for consideration. This 
issue will appear as a warrant article at Town Meeting, and is intended 
to help reimburse some of the personal costs associated with being dedicated 
volunteers. 

As always, we remind everyone to follow good fire prevention habits, 
including maintenance and cleaning of heating systems, replacement of 
batteries in smoke detectors, and we support the installation of carbon 
monoxide detectors.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN REPORT 1994 © 


The incidence of forest fires in the Town was low in 1994. This is partly 
due to surveillance by the Oak Hill Fire Tower, and also by state con- 
tracted air surveillance when fire conditions warrant. The three leading 
causes of forest fires statewide are burning without permits, children, and 
rekindles from improperly extinguished fires. 

Written permits are always required for outside burning unless the ground 
is completely snow covered. Non-commercial permits may only be issued 
for burning between the hours of 5 P.M. and 9 A.M. unless raining, and 
the issuance of any permit is at the discretion of the Forest Fire Warden. 
The only exceptions to permit requirements are for cooking fires using 
charcoal or LP gas. If you wish to obtain a burning permit, contact Warden 
Dick Wright at 783-4172, Deputy Wardens Lyford Merrow at 783-4467, 
Gary Burr at 783-9490, Jeff Burr at 783-4679, or Bob Wilcox at 783-4508.

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LOUDON RESCUE SQUAD 1994 REPORT 


This year the Rescue Squad responded to about the same number of in- 
cidents as last year. As always, the Rescue Squad responds to all struc- 
ture fires. This is to support our firefighters by treating any injuries that 
may occur and to establish a rehabilitation station. That was 12 times this 
past year. We also responded to 43 Motor Vehicle accidents, up slightly 
from 1993. Once again, cardiac emergencies and respiratory distress calls 
head the list for our 92 medical aid calls, followed by abdominal pain and 
back injuries. 

As in the past, day time runs are the most difficult for the Rescue Squad. 
Unfortunately, it is getting even harder. We are always looking for new 
members. We supply the training so if you can, er come and join us 
and serve our community. 

As for training, we are continuously training to maintain and advance 
our skills. This is done by not only in house training, but by bringing in 
outside lecturers and going to training outside. In fact, several members 
have gone to Epsom and taken training in farm emergencies. While four 
(4) members went to Indy to take training in auto extrication. 

The Rescue Squad sponsored a public CPR course and plans to do so 
again in 1995. We will also be co-sponsoring a basic first aid course with 
the Loudon Recreation Department in March. Please watch for the ads 
in the newspaper and local stores.

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MAXFIELD PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 1994 


This is a consolidation of the Trustee’s, Librarian and Building Com- 
mittee reports. 

It has been a very busy year at the Maxfield Public Library and it would 
take us a book to thank all individuals that gave freely of their time and 
talents to make the library a better place. However, we do want to take 
this time to thank the Loudon 4H Club for the time and efforts they put 
forth in the many projects they have accomplished this year at the library. 
The 4H Club assisted with the National Library Week activities, the sum- 
mer reading program awards day, clean-up and reorganization of the base- 
ment, refinishing the front door, buying a new combination storm and 
screen door, building seven shelving units for the basement, and buying 
a new rug for the entryway. Their public service and spirit speaks well 
for the young adults of Loudon. Additional thanks to the volunteers from 
employment training program, assisted by Laura Vincent for donating close 
to 100 hours of volunteer work. Thanks go to Shirley Shorten and Jean 
Nelson for their hard work plus many volunteer hours and to the Loudon 
Elementary School P.T.O. and Friends of the Library for co-sponsoring 
the summer reading program. Additionally, the Friends donated funds for 
the LES Artist-in-Residence, the American Legion Post for use of their 
hall for National Library Week, the summer reading programs as well 
as the spring book sale. 

An air conditioner has been installed and should make your visits to 
the library more pleasurable next summer. The wall with the water damage 
has been repaired and the ceilings have been painted creating a better ap- 
pearance. Library hours were extended early in the year — each Friday 
and Saturday, the library is open an extra hour to help us serve your needs. 

Programs: The Summer Reading Program was completed by 110 children 
who read a total of 2,567 books. Story hour continues weekly. The April 
National Library Week program theme was ‘‘Readers of the Roundtable.’’ 
Participants designed their own coat-of-arms, worked on a dragon mural, 
created medieval hats and crowns and were treated to a skit by the 
Friedriches. 

In the Library: Databases have been created for borrower information 
records as well as for all new books that have been added to the collec- 
tion. The library now creates it’s own custom catalog cards thanks to soft- 
ware purchased by the Friends. 
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Library Building Committee Report 


At Town Meeting last year the Library Trustees were charged with study- 
ing the present site and an alternate location of a new or expanded library. 
The first step in the process was to complete the building program. The 
program, or building plan, consists of history of the library, the demo- 
graphics of the town, and current and future library needs for services, 
staffing, and space. Once complete, the search for an architect who would 
help bring the plans to fruition could begin. A committee consisting of 
the three trustees, the librarian and three town residents was formed in 
June. The committee recognized early in the process that the choice of 
architectural firm should offer: 

1. experience in resolving issues similar to those faced by Maxfield Public 
Library, including the evaluation of the potential for large expansions on 
small sites; 

2. the ability to help build consensus from public diversity regarding 
expansion on the existing site versus the need for a new site; 

3. solid credentials and experience with small library developments, and 
with historic preservation in the design of building expansions; 

4. the best value for architectural services (scope of work to overall cost) 


The committee agreed that a qualification-based selection process would 
be the best method of achieving these goals. Requests for qualifications 
were advertised publicly and were sent directly to architectural firms who 
had expressed interest in Loudon’s project in the past. Qualification 
statements were received by 11 firms. After reviewing submissions, the 
committee selected 4 firms which were judged to have the most relevant 
experience and qualifications. Those firms were invited to submit pro- 
posals based on an outline of tasks developed by the committee. Inter- 
views with all 4 firms were held. Each firm was asked to place its fee 
in a separate envelope which was reviewed after the committee deliberated 
on oral and written proposals. In this way, the committee was not influenced 
by an exceptionally low or high fee proposal, but instead based its selec- 
tion on responsiveness and quality. 

It was the unanimous preference of the committee to recommend Ten- 
nant/Wallace Architects, PA for the project. Upon examining the fee pro- 
posals, it was determined that the cost of services was within the available 
budget and was very competitive with other submissions. The choice was 
made. 
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Since September Tom Wallace of Tennant/Wallace Architects, PA has 
been working closely with the original committee which added one more 
resident and a selectman, and four town residents. The firm began by 
gathering facts on the existing building and site; reviewing the building 
program developed by the trustees and librarian; and recommending 
changes based on its professional expertise. A public forum was held in 
October at which the public was surveyed about its perceptions of the pro- 
ject. The committee simultaneously surveyed library borrowers and town 
non-borrowers about present and future service needs for the library. Earlier 
in the year, groups using the old fire station as a meeting place had been 
surveyed to determine their space needs. The results of all these surveys 
were tabulated and used in planning the project. 

Preliminary drawings were developed for an addition to the existing 
library, and for a new building on a hypothetical site. A function room 
for library use was considered essential. The room could also double as 
a temporary meeting place for community organizations until the town 
is able to provide more permanent meeting facilities. With each meeting, 
and after committee discussion, the drawings were refined. Costs of con- 
struction and estimates of operating costs were developed. 

To provide true and accurate comparisons of these costs, a specific alter- 
nate site needed to be designated. A new-site subcommittee was formed 
which located four sites adjacent to the village district. Of the available 
options, the Trustees selected a 5 acre lot on Lovejoy Road as being the 
most suitable for the alternate building site. An anonymous donation of 
$50,000 was offered to the town for the purchase of land, in the event 
the voters choose that option. 

Tennant/Wallace Architects completed its fact finding and submitted a 
report to the committee recommending an addition to the existing library. 
After months of comprehensive work, the committee held another public 
forum to provide information regarding both options. At Town Meeting, 
the Trustees will recommend passage of the option which in its view is 
the better choice. As neither adding onto the existing building nor building 
on a new site has a clear, convincing advantage in cost, design or loca- 
tion, it will be up to the community to decide where its future library will be. 

The trustees wish to express their deep appreciation to Sherri Kluesener, 
Bruce Mayberry, Pat Ordway and Ed Rushbrook, and to Selectman Mary 
Ann Steele for their dedication, their thoughtful input and level-headed 
approach to the project.

LOUDON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 1994 


The year was an interesting and active one for the Society. During our 
open house on Loudon Old Home Day more than 100 persons signed the 
guest book. The Loudon Post Office which was established at the Bachelder 
homestead early in the 1800’s, complete with cabinet, letters, documents 
and related material was the center of attention for the event. This was 
the first post office in the town and was located in the Albert Bachelder 
residence at the Route 129 and Pittsfield Road intersection (Bachelder Cor- 
ner) considered to be the oldest residence in Loudon. 

Thanks to those who brought in items of historical interest for the day 
adding to our displays and making the event even more interesting. 

Fifteen (15) early picture post cards of various town locations had been 
reproduced in quantity and made available for sale at 50 cents each or 
5 for $2.00. We also have available copies of the Bicentennial booklet 
for $1.00 and the Bicentennial license plates for $5.00 each. 

The Society was extremely pleased to have Jean Hardy chosen as “‘Citizen 
of the Year’’ by the Old Home Day Committee. Jean is one of our most 
active and generous members and her nomination by the Society was ef- 
fectively supported by the research of Judy Merrow, who proposed the 
application. Curtis Avery drove his 1926 Model T Ford as the Society’s 
entry in the Old Home Day parade. 

Other activities included a trip by 4-wheel drive vehicles to the William 
Maxfield lot (benefactor of the Maxfield Public Library) off Old Shaker 
Road. A video presentation by Dr. Edward Ives on techniques for taking 
oral histories and an address by Craig Gray on old cemetery stone carv- 
ing and the old tools used for this work. 

Items donated to the Society this year include old tools, books, post cards, 
early pictures, an egg crate, Loudon School records from the early 1800’s 
from a Pittsfield resident, a cream separator used on a Loudon farm, a 
pencil sharpener from the Loudon Village Post office and a transit com- 
pass used by Richard Potter who surveyed the 4th division of lots in Loudon 
in the early 1800’s. 

Thanks to all who made these donations which are essential to keeping 
the Society’s activities interesting and worthwhile. 

The Society was contacted on two separate occasions by gentlemen having 
the surname ‘‘Louden,’’ George and Donald both who claimed to have 
ties to the Earl of Loudon for whom our town was supposedly named. 
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Both of these parties came from the mid-western part of the U.S. and subse- 
quent communications from both failed to document any connection in 
New Hampshire. 

Bases were constructed under several display cases to raise them for 
better visibility and a large sign was purchased for placement on the south 
side of the museum during Old Home Day activities. Two tables and four 
chairs were purchased for display purposes and a large town map was 
framed for the museum wall. 

The Society meets on the second Wednesday of each month at the 
museum at 7:00 p.m. All interested persons are cordially invited to join us.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 1994 


The Loudon Conservation Commission once again was quite busy in 
overseeing the wetland filling and mitigation project at the New Hamp- 
shire International Speedway. The project is ongoing and involves not only 
the state agencies, but also the Army Corps of Engineers, the owners and 
their various consultants, requiring many on-site inspections and cor- 
responding meetings. The speedway also required additional oversight on 
the expansion of the parking area on a plot of land off Lower Ridge Road, 
and Route 106 which is bisected by Gues Meadow Brook. 

Other projects the Commission was involved in overseeing were the Golf 
Course off Route 106, ESMI soils treatment plant, and the drafting of new 
wetland protection ordinances in coordination with the Planning and Zoning 
Board of Adjustments. 

The past year required our inspection of very few dredge and fill per- 
mits due to a slow down in construction. 

The Commission is now involved with a new project to protect and 
possibly open to the public a corridor along the Soucook River and its 
tributaries, something that could prove to be very worth while and a 
major asset to the Town.

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LOUDON ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
COMMITTEE REPORT 1994 


The Loudon Economic Development Committee had a busy year. The 
Economic Resource Binder for the Maxfield Library which was started 
in 1993 was completed and presented to the Library in October. The com- 
mittee will continue to update materials as they become available. 

A two-page flyer was completed that outlines the permit system and pro- 
cedures for prospective developers and individuals who are considering 
building or expanding in Loudon. These are available at the Town Offices. 

One of the most important areas where the committee spent a considerable 
amount of time was helping to coordinate and assist the Town, the Loudon 
Business Association and the 106 Committee with the many problems with 
the expansion of Route 106. The committee will continue to work with 
these groups in 1995. 

We participated in meetings of the Merrimack County Economic 
Development Council and hosted one session of the Community 
Renaissance Program presented by the University of New Hampshire’s 
Office of Economic Initiatives. Members of the LEDC, LBA and private 
businessmen attended this excellent program which addressed areas of 
development such as planning, zoning, promotion of towns and how towns 
in a county could work together to attract new business to the area. 

The committee has completed layout, copy and most photography for 
an updated brochure promoting the assets of Loudon. Printing will be com- 
pleted in the first quarter of 1995. This brochure, which is very impressive, 
will be sent to commercial developers, certain real estate companies and 
government agencies that have interest in finding locations for new business. 

Several new projects are being discussed for 1995. The committee is 
fortunate to have a very strong membership of concerned residents, 
businessmen and town officials. The committee meets the first Monday 
of each month and welcomes anyone to attend.
